Applicants request that Figures 2-4, 6, 8-9 in the subject application be accepted as color 
photographs under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.84(a)(2) and (b)(2). 

Applicants submit that it is necessary to submit Figures 2-4, 6, 8-9 as color photographs, 

because the color photographs are the only practical medium by which to disclose the subject 

matter sought to be patented in the subject utility patent application. Figures 2-4, 6, 8-9 show the 

images of the nerve tissues stained with various dyes, including neutral red (Figure 2), 

nicotinamide adenine dinucleotide phosphate-diaphorase (NADPH-d) (Figures 3-4), Fluorogold 

(FG) (Figure 6), hematoxylin and Eosin (H&E), and Mallory's stains (Figure 9). It is 
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respectfully submit that these photos, if submitted as black and white photos, would be 
impossible to demonstrate the contrast images between the uninjured and injured tissues. It is 
further submitted that the color photographs of Figures 2-4, 6, 8-9 are of sufficient quality such 
that all details in the photographs would be reproducible in black and white in the printed patent.

An amendment to the specification to insert the language making 
reference to the color photographs is made in the amendment accompanying this petition. 37
